Wilson in his attitude regarding foreign affairs, and. if they 


endorse his determination to mix up in the Russian-Poland -war 
they will fin'd they will drive away more supporters. 


What started Poland's war with Russia? A determination 


to disregard the boundary lines between that country smd Rus- 
sia, as fixed by the peace conference. 


Believing Russia incapable of much resistance they began 


an invasion of that country. 
By Dec. 2, 1919 their armies 


were ISO miles deep in Russian territory, so General Bliss told 
a. congressional committee on Jan. 15. 


Poland sought to establish an eastern frontier which existed 


as far baak as 1772. 


It was not until July, 1920, that Russia started a counter 


offensive, when the Polish army Jiad been for a year and a half 
on Russian territory, as that territory was established by the 
peace conference. 


Could it be expected that after repelling their invaders the 


Russians would halt their armies at the boundary line? 


Poland's ruthless persecutions of the Jews, more or less in 


pursuance of government connivance, is another thing'which 


: leads Americans not to take the friendly attitude towards Po- 
land which President Wilson maintains.

The league of peace after fixing the boundary .between Po- 


land and Russia, made no protest when Poland invaded Russia. 
And in fact England and France encouraged the invasion. 


President Wilson is reported to have ordered American 


warships to the Baltic. 


The league of peace is proving itself a provocative of war, 


just as Senator La Toilette said it would. And although we are 
officially out of it, President Wilson is assuming to make the 
new wars of Europe our wars.
